SGA UPDATE

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The 6th regular SGA Board 
meeting was held on November 13 
in the Senate Cahmbers of the R.D. 
Parker building. Approval of the 
minutes and of the agenda was 
unanimous. Troy Whetstone 
introduced that evening's guest 
speaker. Dr. Ross Paul. Dr. Paul 
began by stating that he appreciated 
the opportunity to speak to the Board. 
His own experiences as a student at 
Bishop's are memorable because he 
had the opportunity to meet fellow 
students and get more involved in 
student life. He would like to see 
more students here at Laurentian get 
involved with the various facets of 
the University. Their own memories 
can thus be enriched. 

When he first came to 
Laurentian, his main concern was 
labour relations with faculty. His 
was the first 3 year agreement with 
all unions on campus. Today's 
challenge is complex: the Social 
contract is up in April, there are 
faculty agreements to be 
renegociated in the new year. The 
main focus is to remain open to all 
students while attracting top Ontario 
Scholars. Services to students have 
a long way to go. On the other hand, 
the University is opening itself up to 
the community; its recognition as a 
quality institution is growing. 
Laurentian students who continue 
their studies at the masters level and 
beyond are recognized as reaching 
levels of excellence. 

The University is not an 
easy place to manage, as anyone can 
imagine.despite its small size. There 
is the University itself and then the 
three federated colleges. Laurentian 
also has the highest program to 
student ratio, 1 1 2 programs to 5000 
students. The importance of 
Laurentian is its regionality, its 



federated universities and its bilingual 
character. There is a need for more 
informal communication space. The 
Student Centre is a great beginning, 
but more is needed. Today's 
preoccupation is the predicted 15% 
cuts and the end of the Social Contract. 
This figure is only a rumor until the 
official aimouncement is made at the 
end of November. The maximum 
tuition hike that will happen will only 
be 7%. 

There is more talk about 
changing the way universities are 
funded. Who should pay? The 
students? Taxpayers? Ideas such as 
the privitization of certain programs 
and universities, a hike in graduate 
program fees and tuitions are some of 
the options being considered. Income 
Contingent Repayment Plan (IRCP) 
is another. This has its advantages 
and disadvantages. The student does 
not have to repay his/her loan until 
they reach a minimum income level. 
But what happens if the student never 
reaches that level? Does this mean 
that the loan never gets repaid? 

There will be an open forum 
on tuition fees scheduled for the first 
week of December. The confirmed 
date will be announced inXambda. 
All concerned students are invited 
and encouraged to attend. 

Another option with regards 
to fees would be to let the universities 
decide their own fee schedule. This 
could lead to a regional disparity. 
Differences in quality could happen 
from an education point of view; the 
hiring of quality profs would be 
harder. Students would also go where 
education and quality profs are. Also, 
regional disparities could be 
emphasized. 

Dr. Paul is concerned with 
the reputation that Laurentian seems 
to have with the community at large. 
He feels that students have the need 
to relax and attend social activities 
but the need for moderation and 
responsibility must be impressed 
upon the students. 

The focus of all should be 



on the strengths found here. The 
uniqueness of programs, of setting, 
of atmosphere are all factors that can 
attract students to come live the "LU 
experience". 

When questioned about the 
small number of international 
students. Dr. Paul responded that the 
Northern University Presidents met 
with the education minister todiscuss 
this problem. The government is 
concerned but, the universities are 
still not getting qualified overseas 
students. A review of recruitment, 
one that is proactive and focused 
needs to be developed and is in the 
planning stages. 

With regards to ACAPIan 
and the possible cuts coming up, the 
LU community needs to understand 
that there are many criteria in 
choosing which programs will be cut, 
or altered. This is not an easy process 
since many factors such as cost of 
program/student, uniqueness of 
program, students registered in a 
given program, are all taken into 
consideration. An example give was 
the engineering program, which in 
itself is very expensive to offer, but 
yet, it is core to the region and to the 
university therefore it is important to 
offer. 

Concerns were raised by a 
few board members who commented 
on the lack of service they had 
received from different areas on 
campus. Being treated as unimportant 
or worthless were just some of the 
comments made. Some areas 
mentioned as offering nothing as far 
as customer service goes were the 
Science II cafeteria and the Registrar's 
office. One area that was singled out 
as having improved tenfold was the 
Library. Dr. Paul encouraged the 
students to approach him or the 
Complaints committee; the 
administration can not do anything if 
no one tells them there is a problem. 
The meeting continued with

These are tough times for job-seekers. 
The economy is staggering along and, 
though we hear that the recession is 
over, new jobs are not being created. 
Unemployment for those between 1 5 
and 24 is around 20%. University 
students fare better than those with 
less education, but the prospect is still 
bleak. 

Every day I meet at least one student 
who will say: "I just don't know what 
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job to do." Others will ask what job 
they can get if they take Social Work, 
or English, or Psychology. Jobs are 
important to students, and the 
difficulty of finding them is a cause 
of enormous stress. 

Over the next few weeks I shall be 
writing a series of articles about jobs, 
and about finding work in the '90's 
and beyond. I hope to give you some 
new ideas, suggest some strategies, 
and identify some resources you 
might use as you prepare your career. 

Jobshift: from jobs to work 

Are jobs going the way of the 
dinosaur? William Bridges thinks 
so. In a 
challenging and, 
at times, 

alarming book 
entitled Jobshift . 
Bridges claims 
that our society 
is rapidly 

"dejobbing". 
There is plenty 
of work to do, 
but it will cease 
to be parcelled 
out in the way 
that has become 
familiar to us, 
the JOB. In 
future, 
employment 
will begin to 
resemble that of 
the pre- 

industrial age. 
Before factories 
and mass- 
production, 
most people 



worked on the land, and paid labour 
was available in short-term tasks or 
"jobs", like jobs around the home. 
This is the direction that Bridges 
predicts for employment. 

Outsourcing 

Many companies are already 
"outsourcing" work, which means 
that instead of hiring new staff to 
undertake projects, they will contract 
the work out. They may even lay off 
staff and contract out existing phases 
of the work. Signs are all around us 
of these developments; our clothes 
are all made in the far east, and cars 
are assembled from parts built all 
over the world. Government too is 
"outsourcing", and we hear every 
day of the efforts of our provincial 
and federal governments to reduce 
their payrolls and to privatize. 

Our response 

Both the private and public sectors 
are "dejobbing", and the implications 
for those looking for work are 
enormous. If jobs, as we know them 
in the past, cease to exist, or at least 
become rare, how then will people 
earn the money to house, feed, clothe, 
and otherwise care for themselves. 
Bridges sees no lack of work, but 
predicts that it will be parcelled out in 
the form of contracts with limited 
duration. People looking for work 
will have to compete for those 
contracts, and their task will be to 
prepare for that challenge. 
Over the next few weeks, I shall 
present some suggestions on how to 
meet the challenge of the new world 
of work. Howdoweplanourcareers? 
What strategies can we use in looking 
for work? And what resources are 
available to us. 



Personal Bankruptcies Among University Graduates On The Rise

The number of graduates 
declaring bankruptcy has risen 
dramatically over the past few years. 

Just under 8,000 students 
defaulted on their student loans by 
declaring personal bankruptcy in 
1993-94, according to the federal 
Department of Human Resources. 

The federal government 
loses about $60 million each year as 
a result of students filing for 
bankruptcy, according to Jo Anne 
Denis, a senior policy analyst with 
the Canada Student Loan Program. 

This is up form $20 million 
in 1990-91. 

Erica Ellson graduated from 

the University of Regina with a 

Bachelor of Social Work. She says 

■ the cost of her degree led her to declare 

personal bankruptcy. 

During her four years at the 
university, Ellson says she 
accumulated approximately $30,000 
worth of student loans. 

She say many students 
graduate with even bigger debts than 
she did. According to Saskatchewan 
Student Loans, the average debt load 
fora single student who has completed 
a four year degree is $52,000. 



"The essence of the whole 
problem is due to the fact that both 
the federal and provincial 
governments have decreased and/or 
eliminated the government- 
sponsored student subsidy program 
[grants]. [That] forces students to 
incur major debt loads," said Ellson. 

"It is not that students are 
irresponsible," she said. 

Guy Caron, chairperson of 
the Canadian Federation of Students 
agrees. 

"It is the system's fault right 
now. the government is doing nothing 
to deal with students incurring high 
debt loads," said Caron. 

But Denis says the 
government is not to blame. 

"Maybe [the students] feel 
they have a right to this money and 
shouldn't have to pay it back," said 
Denis. 



After convocation, a 
graduate has six months interest-free 
months before students must repay 
their provincial and federal loans. If 
after that time a student defaults on 
the loan, the debt is automatically 
sent to a collection agency, the 
complete loan must be repaid within 
nine-and- a-half years. 

Thomas Carlton, president 
of the trustee company T. Carlton 
and Company Inc., says there has 
been a substantial number of 
graduates coming to his company to 
declare personal bankruptcy. 

"The pressure of not being 
able to pay and the creditors applying 
pressure is what brings people in to 
my office," he said. "It is more 



politically correct today to go 
bankrupt than to suffer under debt. 

Carlton says bankruptcy is 
for rehabilitation, not punishment, 
and that graduates who declare 
bankruptcy can still get access to 
credit. 

"There is a proverbial seven 
years, but it is the exact opposite. 
People who go through the 
bankruptcy process have learned 
something from it. They will try ten 
times as hard to get it and pay it back 
and get a new credit rating," says 
Carlton. 

Ellson also says the seven 
year waiting period before you get 



credit is untrue. 

"I had no problem getting 
credit, are you kidding?" she said. 

Ellson says her case set a 
precedent because she was the first 
person to receive absolute discharge 
from student loans. Usually a 
conditional discharge is agreed upon, 
which means the student is still 
obliged to repay a portion of the loan. 

Since that time, seven more 
Canadians have received absolute 
discharges from their students loans. 
Ellson has attended approximately 
40 bankruptcy hearings to advocate 
on behalf of students.

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Cuts, Cuts and Yet More Cuts

This past weekend, the first 
fatality, directly related to Mike 
Harris' cuts, was recorded. A mother 
was killed in a headlong collision 
near Whitefish. Her 15-year old 
daughter, a passenger in the car, is 
now in ICU with a punctured lung, 
two broken legs and more. The cause? 
Unofficially, the road's poor 
condition after the region's first 
serious snow storm. Or rather, the 
lack of road maintenance by the 
region. 

Now, no one is willing to go 
on record to say that, yes the lack of 
road maintenance is what caused this 
fatality. But, this supposition by many 
is not going to go away. Were any of 
you on the roads on Saturday or 
Sunday? Did any of you have a hard 



time getting around? The roads 
around my end of town were slippery 
and mostly ice. I can't understand 
why a city council in an area such as 
Sudbury would consider cutting what 
would be seen as an essential service. 

I'm not becoming a"granola 
cruncher", as Lowell Green would 
say. I still hold conservative 
viewpoints but there comes a time 
when enough is enough. The cuts 
have to stop. Or, if cuts are necessary, 
start with MPP pensions or expense 
accounts or, dare I say it, salaries. 
Coming from the north, Harris should 
realize the impact that poor upkeep 
would have. I suppose it would be 
different if we had the same snowfall 
as say, Windsor, or even Toronto. 
Transportation Minister Al Palladini 
acted irresponsibly when he proposed 
these cuts. 

In this time of economic 
hardship, excess spending needs to 
be addressed and stopped. But, as 
many would say, not everyone is 
willing to bear the brunt of cuts to 



services. Another sector being cut is 
co-op housing subsidy. What will 
happen to people who are currently 
in these co-ops? Without the subsidy, 
these people could forget about living 
in decent, clean, safe apartments. I'm 
sure many students could attest to the 
high rent being charged for middle- 
of-the-road apartments. Yes, I can 
hear you screaming now, it's worse 
in Toronto. Surprise. It's not. The 
rents in Toronto are high, true, but 
the rent for a three bedroom apartment 
in Sudbury is almost the same as a 
downtown TO apartment, give or take 
$100. When you're looking for 
something decent, it' s difficult to find 
something for less than $500 that's 
not a roach-pit. 

This is just the beginning. 
Tuition is also going up because of 
the cuts in transfer payments from 
the federal government and therefore, 
more cuts from the provincial 
government.. The Feds give a lump 
sum payment to the provinces ; from 
this, the provinces must decide where 




the money will be allocated. 
Universities receive money on the 
basis of their uniqueness, their 
research, etc. Numbers being bandied 
about are in the neighborhood of 20- 
30% over the next 2 years. Is this 
going to be 15%-15%,20%-10%,no 
one is sure. The argument is that 
because the Feds are cutting back on 
payments to provinces, the provinces 
must decide where the axe is going to 
fall. Harris' government is saying 
that it's out of thek hands. Harris 
refused to cut health care, which is a 



good thing. But now, basic services 
are being axed without much 
consideration to the possible 
consequences. 

What should the affected 
family do now? A mother is gone, 
brutally, needlessly and a child is in 
intensive care with recovery not a 
sure thing. I don't think that a letter 
of condolence from the Premier's 
office will take away the grief and 
pain felt by the husband and family 
left behind.

Yourcorespondent, George 
P. Mason (Lambda, Nov. 2) gave a 
good account of the recent strike at 
the University of Manitoba and the 
involvement of some of the students. 
Just for the record, the strike was 
about maintaining academic freedom 



and terms of the collective agreement 
related to it and other matters pretty 
fundamental to the life of a University. 
The strike was settled after three 
weeks on terms favorable to the 
faculty. 

But Mr. Mason was writing 
mainly about the position of students. 



He said: 

"As you may know, the 
University of Manitoba Students 
Union (UMSU), has, unilaterally, and 
without consultation of the student 
body they were elected to represent, 
takena supposedly neutral standwith 
respect to the strike. This supposed 
neutrality in this practice amounts to 
support for government and 
university administration." 

He then went on to describe 



the formation of a new body of 
students: Union of Students at 
University of Manitoba (USMU) 
which sought to "galvanize the 
student population by making them 
aware of the threat to academic 
freedom, their institution, the value 
of their degrees and the curriculum". 
The point I want to make is that this 
fracturing of the student body might 
have been avoided had there been 
free debate on the issues of the strike 



and consultation with student 
members. A commitment to that 
process here at Laurentian might be 
timely. I think it is instructive, too, 
that the Graduate Students 
Association at U of M, after 
deliberations on the issues, came out 
in "unconditional support" for the 
striking faculty members.

So last week our union 
buddies release their list of boycotted 
business. These businesses did not 
commit the crime of selling defective 
parts or rendering abysmal service, 
nor of killing workers in unsafe 
conditions or even suddenly slashing 
wages in half for any improperreason. 
It was the crime of not agreeing with 
the Sudbury and District Labour 
Council and their opposition to the 
repealing of Bill 40. 

The leadership of the SDLC 
hope that the 40 000 union members 
in this region boycott nine businesses 
who either refused to answer their 
questionnaire or answered with a 
support from the govenm:ient. The 
ten businesses are Zeller's, Lockerby 
Taxi, Eaton's, Watch-It Time Pieces,, 
Pharmaplus (New Sudbury Shopping 
Centre), K Mart, Muirheads, Tim 
Hortons (on the Kingsway), and 
Century 21 (Jack Rocca). The list 
may yet grow since the unions also 
plan of targeting anyone who goes to 
the Harris dinner fund-raiser on 
November 24, and anyone who 
donated money in Sudbury to the 
Progressive Conservatives. 

This is exactly what is going 
to happen: This boycott will have a 



negligible or non-existent impact on 
the targeted business. Unionized and 
non-unionized labour will continue 
to get cabs from Lockerby Cabs, 
continue to get coffee at Tim Hortons 
and buy products at Zeller's. At some 
point the SDLC will quietly suspend 
its boycott because it will end up as a 
rousing failure. 

As it should. On the day it 
was announced people were not 
discussing which businesses they will 
boycott, but condemning the SDLC 
for attempting to punish private 
individuals for holding opinions.

UBRARY OF CONGRESS SUBJECT HEADINGS 



This column is based on 
questions or suggestions received by 
staff members of the Desmarais 
Library either personally or on the 
"Compliments/Questions/ 
Suggestions" form that may filled out 
near the exit of the library. 

Question: I am looking for books 
on World War II, but the library 
doesn't seem to have any. 

Reply: Try looking under the heading 
'■World War, 1939-1945" in the 
subject of the catalogue. You can 
find this heading by consulting the 
Library of Congress List of Subject 
Headings, commonly known as the 
■'Red Book" after its colour. These 
books are sitting out near the 
librarian's desk on the second floor of 
the library, and are also available on 
the first computer pod on the third 
floor. 

If you cannot find a book on 
a topic in the Desmarais library, often 
the problem has arisen because you 
are looking up the wrong term in the 
subject section of the catalogue. If 
you can' t find what you want by using 
your own words [natural language in 
library jargon], the Library of 
Congress Z,/sf can assist by translating 



your words into terms that are actually 
used in the catalogue. The List tells 
you that if you are looking for books 
on World War II you should see the 
heading World War, 1939-1945. 

Question: Gee thanks. I tried that 
term and got over 340 headings 
that contained World War, 1939- 
1945. Do I have to repeat my search 
to examine each one? 

Reply: Not, as they would say in 
Wayne's World. The first trick is to 
zero in on an aspect of the topic that 
interests you. Going through that 
340+ headings would provide you 
with far too many books to be useful. 
The Amiable Librarian suggests at 
the start you use the PF3 key to sort 
your results alphabetically. That 
way they will be easier to examine. 

Suppose you have done this 
and you find you are interested in the 
aspect of Aerial operations in World 
War II which are represented by 
headings numbered 4 through 12. 
Instead of repeating your search 9 
times, you can select numbers 4-12 
and if you do, you will be presented 
with a 1 ist of book titles which contain 
that range of subject headings. Of 
course, if you decide to skip headings 



numbered 5 and 8, you could type, 
5,6-7,9-12. 

Question: Now that you are at 
least vaguely organized (compared 
to the past), why don't you move 
the non-periodicals upstairs? 
Maybe keep the indexes downstairs 
in the wide aisle. 

Reply: Thanks for the suggestion. 
The Amiable Librarian is not 
convinced that the answer to library 
re-organization lies in moving the 
Reference Collection upstairs. Where 
in the world would it go? You are 
right however, in thinking that die 
library could be better organized to 
meet the needs of customers. The 
first step, which took place this 
summer, involved the re-organization 
of serials collection from title to call 
number order. The next step is likely 
moving the public documents 
collection from the Uiird floor to the 
second floor so it could be more 
accessible. A committee has been set 
up under the chairpersonship of 
Lionel Bonin to prepare the move, 
and it is intention of this committee to 
consult with faculty and students 
before doing anything too drastic. 
Your thoughts will be passed along 
to Mr. Bonin.

What's All The Fuss About?

Many people are quite 
surprised to see First Nation groups 
fighting and protesting for rights. 
For whatever reason, few people 
understand the reasons behind these 
protests and therefore see the claims 
as unfounded. In high school, we 
learned that Indians died with die 
buffalo. How can people be 
expected to understand even the 
basis of First Peoples' claims if they 
have no background in even the 
most fundamental aspects of our 
histories? Perhaps it would be 
helpful to outline some of the basic 
issues that First Nations people are 
trying to resolve today. 

One fundamental issue 
being dealt with are land claims. In 
many areas of Canada, treaties were 
neversigncd between the colonizing 
people and the First Peoples. In 
fact, in most of Westem Canada, 
treaties were never signed! Today, 
the First Nations who did not sign 
treaties are asking for compensation 
for the use and loss of their lands. It 



is clear that some title to the land 
must exist or why would aboriginal 
title to land exist in Ontario, where 
the colonizing peoples sought treaties 
to relinquish aboriginal title, and not 
in the West? Despite having never 
ceding title to this land, most First 
Nations do not seek sovereignty from 
Canada, merely justice from within. 

This is not to suggest that 
the First Nations who did sign treaties 
do not have legitimate grievances 
with Canada. In many cases die 
treaties that were signed involving 
amounts of land, articles, payments 
and even off-reserve rights such as 
hunting and fishing have not been 
honored by the federal government! 
When the treaties were being 
negotiated , First Nations people were 
not allowed to have lawyers present 
to act on their behalf! How can a fair 
negotiation take place when First 
Nations peoples can't be certain what 
they are agreeing to? 

The role of the federal 
government in the lives of First 
Nations people is also a source of 
many calls for justice. For most if not 
all of Canada's history die federal 
govemment has actively pursued an 
assimilative policy. That is to say 
they sought to change First Nation 
peoples into red-faced white people. 
The federal government made it 



illegal, punishable by jail sentences, 
to practice their own culture. They 
were forced to convert to Christianity 
and forsake their own religion. Quite 
often the little children were 
physically and sexually assaulted by 
the operators of white schools. For a 
time in our histories. First Nations 
people were not allowed to leave the 
reservations widiout a pass from an 
Indian Agent. First Nations people 
were not allowed to vote until die 
1960's. All diis and more occurred 
despite the fact that many First 
Nations people died defending 
Canada in die War of 1 8 1 2, the First 
and Second World War. Yet they 
were still degraded by the very 
govemment they defended widi dieir 
lives. 

First Nations people have 
been through a lot in Canada. It is a 
recent event that we are beginning to 
stand up for what is right and just. 
Despite years of abuse and disregard 
of our fundamental rights. First 
Nations people remain loyal to 
Canada. The protests will remain 
and we will still fight. We must fight 
as justice is clearly owed.. The day 
that First Nations people receive 
justice is the day that Canada earns its 
reputation as the best nation in the 
world.

Our government has the 
power to control what Canadians 
can and cannot read, watch or hear. 
Is this a good thing or a bad thing? 
On the one hand, you can argue that 
the Canadian people need to be 
protected from hateful and obscene 
material. It has the potential to 
influence people into imitative 
action and therefore cause harm to 
society in general. On the other hand, 
you have the argument that any form 
of censorship is an infringement of 
an individual, or group ' s freedom of 
expression. Let us assume for a 
moment that a certain level of 
censorship is necessary and 
beneficial. Who then should decide 
what is and isn't obscene? How can 
we judge the level of harm certain 
materials will have on our society? 
Are the current standards of 
obscenity out-dated and 
discriminatory? 

At the present time, 
decisions of obscenity on materials 
entering Canada are made by Canada 
Customs officials. Customs has the 
power to detain any materials that 
they feel are obscene. The law that 
gives them these powers dates back 
to 1840, pre-dating both 
Confederation and the Charter of 
Rights and Freedoms contained 
within the Constitution. The same 
people who make sure there are no 
tarantulas in our bananas will 
inevitably end up having to make 
censorship decisions. Customs 



employees have no training in the 
obscenity law or in issues of freedom 
of expression. To retrieve material, 
one must go through a lengthy process 
of appeal, resulting often in a court 
case to determine if the material is 
actually, legally obscene. Most books 
are banned without a public hearing. 

Little Sister's Bookstore, a 
gay and lesbian bookstore in 
Vancouver has decided to challenge 
the system. They have been having 
problems with Canada Customs since 
1986 when a shipment of books, 
including the American gay magazine, 
the Advocate, was detained. Little 
Sisters went to court to challenge the 
decision, as the Advocate was one of 
only a few gay and lesbian magazines 
available. The government settled out 
of court, but only after customs had 
already burned the shipment. Other 
bookstores that import lesbian and gay 
material have found themselves the 
target of detentions. Even the 
Bookshelf bookstore [in Guelph] has 
had problems importing some material. 
Canada Customs even admits that 
importers that have been subject to 
prior detentions are subject to increased 
scrutiny. 

In 1990, Little Sister's and 
the B.C. Civil Liberties Association 
launched a suit against Canada 
Customs on the basis that their 
detentions were discriminatory against 
writers, readers and distributors of 
lesbian and gay literature and were a 
violation of the right to freedom of 
expression. The government is 
planning to defend their decisions 
based on subsection 1 of the Charter of 
Rights and Freedoms. This clause 
states that the govenmient can override 
your basic rights as long as these limits 



can be "demonstrably justified in a 
free an democratic society" assuming 
for a moment that Canada falls into 
that category. 

Upon looking up subsection 
163(8) of the Criminal Code, the 
definition of obscene material was 
found to be "any publication, a 
dominant characteristic of which is 
the undue exploitation of sex, or of 
sex and ...crime, horror, cruelty, and 
violence. ..or that is degrading or 
dehumanizing."-When the question 
arises as to what entails "undue 
exploitation of sex," it is put to the 
"community standards test." This 
defines it as "not what Canadians 
think is right for themselves to see, 
but what Canadians would not abide 
other Canadians seeing because it 
would be beyond the contemporary 
Canadian standards of tolerance to 
allow them to see it." Of course, 
when asking what those community 
standards are, "the crown is not 
required to adduce expert evidence 
as to community standards.. .it is for 
the trier of fact to determine what is 
the prevailing standard of tolerance." 
So ultimately, a likely white, 
heterosexual male will decide what 
(he) perceives to be the nation's 
standards of what is obscene. Maybe 
(he) feels that consenting adults 
engaged in an act of homosexual sex 
is degrading. (Depictions of anal 
intercourse, by the way, were only 
taken out of the definition of obscenity 
in September of 1994.) 

The issue is not necessarily 
who is responsible for censoring the 
material, but that the depiction of 
homosexual sex is assumed to be 
obscene until it is proven otherwise. 
Gay and lesbian literature is

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specifically targeted and detained, 
leaving the responsibility and cost of 
proving its innocence with the 
importer of the material. If they do 
not, or can not appeal the detentions, 
books and magazines can be (and 
are) arbitrarily deemed obscene and 
banned without any sort of public 
opinion being sought. 

The conclusion I come to is 
that this entire system of censorship 
is set up to discriminate against all 
sexual practices that don't have a 



man on top and a woman on the 
bottom. What is it about the bedroom 
that governments are so worried 
about? Are they worried that a 
population comfortable with 
exploring their sexuality would be 
wound up for revolution? Perhaps 
they feel that if we weren't spending 
all that time worrying that our sexual 
preferences are sick and morally 
wrong we might spend more energy 
wondering if the government is sick 
and morally wrong. 



Grade 13 Gone

AT the beginning of 
November the Mike Harris 
government decided to rid itself of 
Grade 13. The fifth year of high 
school will be eliminated as of 1 997, 
in favour of a four-year system. The 
Royal Commission on Learning 
recommended in January the 
elimination of Grade 13, citing there 
was no evidence Ontario graduates 
perform better in university as a result 
of the extra high school year. 

Did the Royal Commission 
take into account the fact that although 
other provinces do not have a grade 
1 3 many of these students actually go 
to a community college prior to 
actually attending university. If this 
is taken into account Ontario students 
are actually doing better and they do 
benefit from the extra year at high 
school. 

I have many friends who 
live in other provinces and I can

All "Allroy For Prez" 1988, Cruz

Wren (Keitel)'s cigar shop intact, 
gave him a crisis to consider (the 
potential loss of his shop), and invited 
a host of celebrities to improv ise their 
characters, who talk, of course, until 



they are... you know. 

Given loose scriptlines, the 
actors riff on subjects invariably 
centering on the unique aspects of 
life in die Bronx, from equating the 
loss of the Dodgers as the blow to the 
city 's heart, to the strange fascination 
New Yorkers have with the 
thoroughly non-Belgian "Belgian 
waffle." 

Especially noteworthy is the 
brilliance of Lou Reed loquaciously 
rapping on his lifelong love / loathe 
relationship with New York (where 
he notes the New Yorker ritual of 




contemplating leaving the B ig Apple, 
and intones wryly: "I've been thinking 
ofleaving for 35 years"), and director 
Jim Jarmusch philosophizing on the 
romance and techniques of smoking, 
in life and in the movies. 

You also get a virtually 
unrecognizable Lily Tomlin in the 
guise of a street person. Madonna as 
a singing telegram girl (perhaps a 
retum to her roots?), and Roseanne 
Barr as a whining housewife (there's 
a stretch) who pours out her problems 
to a wonderfully cmsty Keitel. 

So if you didn't listen to us, 
and didn't see Smoke, don't worry 
toomuch. You'll still enjoy the sequel, 
as an intimately comic look at one 
community's intersection and cross- 
section of life. Of the few negative 
reviews this film received, one 
phrased its weakness as "a sitcom 
without a situation": but that's like 
panning a jazz tune for being a song 
without a melody. Like a jazz tune. 
Blue In the Face states its theme and 
proceeds to improvise over and 
around it, where half the fun is seeing 
where it's going to go. Thisfilmisan 
explorative and rewarding 
experience.

Co- 
starring Rene Russo {Outbreak), 
Gene Hackman {The Unforgiven), 
Delroy Lindo {Clockers), and Danny 
Devito {Batman Returns) this film 
has agreatcast supporting Travolta's 
commanding performance.
